Spinners : re Complaining of th»* 
depreciui ion of American staple cot­ 
ton, declare» C. B. Howard, general 
Hales mnnag«*r of the American (Jot- 
ton Grow«*r» Exchange, which co-op­ 
eratively handled more titan 1,000,- 
000 bales o f c«»Lt«>n last season, “and 
from th«* «tandpoint «»f fh<* grower 
unless this condition 
is 
r«?me»lie«l 
they will come into greater and di­ 
rect competition with th«* millions «»f 
bales of short stapl«* cotton grown in 
India by cheap coolie labor and have 
to sell at th«* low* prices which their 
cotton brings.” 
Mr. Howard’» article, which tr«*ats 
tin* “Value of Good Cotton from the 
Stan<!|>oiiit <»f a Salesman,” is of ex­ 
treme importance to cotton growers 
of Texas, an«l follows: 
W riting fr«»m the vi»*wpoint of u 
cotton salesman throughly familiar 
over a long period of years with the 
needs of spinners f«*r cott«*n of good 
»tuples, it is distressing to s«*e the 
depreciation which has taken place 
th«* past few years in th«* staple valu«* 
of American cotton. The demand is 
more and mor<* for better staples, 
and as America is not furnishing th«* 
quantity needed it is energizing e f­ 
forts t«> produce elsewhere the »1«*- 
sii«*d qualities. Egypt, Brazil, A rgen­ 
tina, Peru, and practically all the 
newer c««tton growing countries, pro- 
liuci1 inch and better staple. Russia 
is producing larg*» ctops of good s t a ­ 
ph* grown from seI«*«*t«*« 1 American 
seed. Even India is now furnishing
